Following the precedent of th»* 
late Sid Thomas perhaps the most 
popular editor the Chief ever had.

Comanche County Over the Top. 
In spite of the fact that we have 
suffered from the drouth terribly 
and that a portion of the county 
last year made nothing Comanche 
county went over the to p with the 
loan. 
Our maximum quota had been 
placed at $172,350 and from the 
very first there was no consider­ 
ation of the minimum. 
Only the 
maximum quota was in the mind 
of all. 
When the meetings that were 
held in the various towns in the 
county were heard from on Friday 
afternoon the total subscriptions 
showed $187,850 an oversubscrip­ 
tion of $15,500: and since the clos­ 


ing of Liberty Day 
more than 
$5,000 h a v e been subscribed plac­ 
ing the total subscriptions at m ore 
than $190,000. 


Small Towns Do Their Bit. 


That the quota for the county 
was oversubscribed is largely due 
to the fact that in all the smaller 
towns of the county the quota was 
more than absorbed. Some neigh 
borhoods w here there was not ev­ 
en a bank subscribed more than 
what they were expected to and 
among these are Ncwburg and Sid 
ney. 
During the first and second 
Liberty Ijoans only a small sub­ 
scription was secured in the small 
towns, but their splendid aid in 
the third loan shows clearly that 
all that is necessary is to wake the 
citizens of the county to the reali 
zation of their duty and it will be 
done.

For this the Third Loan the

t ally perfect. A strong county or­
